However, Applicant did not define variables D, R 1 , Y, T and W in the manner as 
shown in Restriction Requirement dated November 30, 2007. For example, a specific embodiment embraced by the currently 
amended claims is as follows: D is thiophenyl; R 1 is hydrogen; Y is an optionally substituted phenylene; and 
W is -[C(R 2 ) 2 ] n CONR 2 [C(R 2 ) 2 ]„-. See 37 CFR 1.1 1 1.
